W h ite in his opinion lirst reviewed the 
prelim inary proc©* dings in the case I 
In circuit court of the United States 
for the Eastern district of Missouri. 
Me restated the essential points in the 
bill of the government asking for the 
dissolution of the Standard Oil and 
the answer questioning the jurisdic­ 
tion of th*> court and denying the 
claims of the government. 
He dis­ 
missed the objection to the jurisdic­ 
tion in a few words by holding that it 
was not well founded. 
He then came to th*> arguments as 
to the law and the facts in th*' case, 
saying that out of the “ jungle” of law 
and facts both sides were agreed only 
in one thing, and that was that the 
determination of the controversy rest 
ed upon the prop* r construction and 
application of the first 
and second 
sections of the anti-trust acts. 
The, 
views of th*1 two sides, as to the law. 
the chief justice said, were as wide 
apart as the poles. 
The same, he said, 
was true as to the facts. 
“ Thus en the one hand, with relent­ 
less 
pertinacity 
and 
minuteness of 
analysis,” said the chief justice, "it is 
insisted that the facts established that 
the assail* *! combination took its birrii 
in a purpose to unlawfully acquire 
wealth by oppressing the public and 
destroying the just rights of others, 
and that its entire carcer exemplifies 
an inexorable carrying out of such 
wrongful intents, since, it is asserted, 
the pathway of the combination from 
the beginning of the time of the filing 
of the bill is marked with constant 
j proofs of wrong inflicted upon the pub­ 
lic and is strewn with the wrecks re . 
suiting from crushing out, without re­ 
gard to law, the individual rights of 
others. 


High Order of Genius. 


“ On the other hand, in a powerful 
analysis of the facts, it is insisted th a t1
